This is a serious article, it denis 
with waste and we who pay the tax¬ 
es In this country cannot afford to 
waste money or effort nor to limit 
in any way our capacity to produce. 

This story deals with a matter of 
expenditure and also with the prob¬ 
lem of health. We have made marvell 
ous progress In the campaign again^-t 
disease but the battle will ne\er end. 
In some areas there has been succ¬ 
ess and in other areas progress has 
not been quite so great. 1 want to 
deal with only one issue, the de^th 
rate from tuberculosis. The follow¬ 
ing table tells the story: 

Deaths per 100,000 
Saskatchewan 17.5 

Alberta 18-7 

Ontario 22.5 

Manitoba 25.8 

British Columbia 38.2 

Prince Edward Island 42.5 

Nova Scotia 63.0 

New Brunswick 65.0 

Quebec 70.0 

Note particularly the fact that in 
the two prairie provinces of Sask¬ 
atchewan and Alberta the death rate 
is particularly low. A part of this 
is no doubt attributed to the fact 
that there is a tendency on the 
part of the population of these two 
provinces to migrate to British Co’- 
urabla later in life and no "doubt a 
part of the British Columbia death 
rate—itis actually double that of 
Saskatchewan and Alberta arises 
from this fact. 

Now take the four eastern prov¬ 
inces, Prince Edward Island, Nova 
Scotia. New Brunswick, Quebec, the 
death iate is tluee or four times the 
Western level, even if we include 
Manitoba. What is the reason? They 
have failed in their attack upon the 
disease. The methods used have had 
a large measure of success in the 
other provinces. Quebec at least is 
checking up in regard to this and 
later figures show a marked decline. 
These figures suppoit another arg¬ 
ument, and a very valid one. we are 
making provision for a thirty million 
dollar a year expenditure on health 
and medical services. It Is to be 
divided among the different provinc¬ 
es In proportion to population. 

Be clear about this, we have no 
money to waste, our objective is to 
improve the general health of the 
people of the Dominion. What we 
need instead of a general expendit¬ 
ure* covering the whole country is 
aid according to need. If we find 
in 6ome provinces that health has 
been neglected the gov'ernment might 
very well come through with a sugg¬ 
estion that it would make a certain 
contribution to the effort providing 
the provinces also would put up their 
share. 

Further it is essential that under 
present conditions the attack should 
be made upon the disease. We have 
almost eliminated certain diseat-es. 
Typhoid is more or less a rarity. 
Modern medical treatment has great¬ 
ly reduced the death rate in pneu¬ 
monia; the death rate among 
children has declined sharply in the 
last few years. Here again education 
has been the factor, a growing in- 
te’ligence has given up a broader 
knowledge of babies and how to 
feed them. Our task is to concent¬ 
rate upon the areas where the death 
rate is high, upon diseases which 
are gaining, perhaps temporarily 
the. upper hand and upon certain 
classes among our population where 
the death rate is extremely high, 
especially that of tuberculosis among 
the Indians. 


I WILL DISCUSS PLANS FOR 
DRIVERS TESTS 

Tests of app’icants for drivers' 
licenses to ensure that they are 
qualified is to be discussed again 
with the provincial authorities by 
the Alberta Motor Association. 

This subject came up at the recent 
meeting of the provincial board of 
the A. M. A. in Edmonton. 

It was stated that while the pi air* 
le province had not gone ahead with 
plans to bring an improved system' 
into operation this year, It is envis¬ 
ioned by means of the large fund 
being built up under the Automobile 
Accident Indemnity Act. This fund 
now is believed to be well fn excess 
ol $150,000 and only a few claims 
lia\e been made against it. 

in all probability, steps will be 
taken to tlght^p up the regulations 
next year in connection with drivers 
tests. 

Provincial authoritid explained 
when the plan was not proceeded 
with this year that various details 
still have to be worked out. 

A representative of the AM.A. 
is to contact the government and 
this w’ill be reported on at the next 
meeting of the board.

A M.A. TO REQUEST 

OILING OF HIGHWAYS

Improvements to highway surfac¬ 
ing were among the needs urged 
when the provincial board of the Al¬ 
berta Motor Association holds its 
semi-annual meeting recently in Ed¬ 
monton. 

The directois adopted a lesolution 
requesting the provincial govern¬ 
ment to od all gravelled roads lead¬ 
ing to the national parks in Albe.ta 
and as far as possible a'l other grav¬ 
elled roads to be oiled. 

Attention is drawn to the serious 
risk of accidents and the menace to 
health caused by dust conditions on 
the highways. Also, the fedeial gov¬ 
ernment is making large outlays in 
the parks to attract tourists, making 
it all the moie necessary for Albeita 
roads to be made dust-proof. 

The A M.A board also took tip the 
question of improved conditions on 
roads where construction or lepafr 
crews are at work. r lhe provincial 
authorities will be asked to post clear 

notices of such work and detours. It 
says that wheie weather or other 
conditions make the road or detour 
impassable, tractors or other equip¬ 
ment should be provided by the gov¬ 
ernment tout!actor to ensure motor 
vehicles getting through without de¬ 
lay.

SENSATIONAL STOR7ES 

Some “sensational stories* have 
been told about the so-cal'etl “aust¬ 
erity taxes" which were imposed 
to supplement the Canadian Govern¬ 
ments program of bans or restrictions 
to conserve U.B. dollars, including 
alleged grumblings of Liberal back 
benchers against these policies rum¬ 
ors that the Government has decid¬ 
ed to throw overboard these taxes 
because they were proving unpopul¬ 
ar, and others of a kind to make 
headlines. However veteran ob. erv- 
ers backstage in this capital are not 
impressed with these sensational 
stories because they know that the 
taxes like all tares, are not popular 
of course, but not fuch different 
than the fiscal devices used during 
the war in emergency. In this case 
the shortage of U.S. funds was the 
emergency and these taxes aimed to 
limit purchases of certain goods 
that directly or Indirectly caused ex¬ 
penditure for steel and other import¬ 
ed parts or materials. 

In simple everyday language, if 
the taxes did not accomplish this 
objective, they would be lifted or 
changed and in every event they 
were only temporary measures. Con¬ 
sequently theie has been a tendency 
here among observers to ‘ tone down 
the sensational imp'icatlons of stor¬ 
ies pertaihing to the lifting of these 
taxes. Indeed, the Government's act¬ 
ivities to keep down the cost-of-liv 
ing index have deserved more head¬ 
lines than these “sensational stories" 
about alleged tax grumblings. 
ACTION OF PARLIAMENT 

“It would require action by the 
* Canadian Parliament,” said External 
Affairs Minister St. Laurent in the 
House of Commons replying to a 
question if it would require legislat¬ 
ion by Parliament for possible un¬ 
ion of Newfoundland and Canada to 
be consumated. “I do not think this 
Government or any other Govern¬ 
ment would venture to consiiraate 
a thing of such magnitude without 
having it decided b ythe Parliament 
of Canada." 

Mr. St. Laurent also made It clear 
that the degree to which the con¬ 
sent of the population of Newfound 
land would require to be expressed 
woulci have to be appraised by those 
who are responsible for Newfound¬ 
land affairs." If the government oi 
Newfoundland having con? ulted the 
population, represented to us that 
the population wished confederation 
to be consumated I think we would 
not go behind that declaration lo ex¬ 
amine to what extent they we:e 
justified in making such a represent¬ 
ation," Mr. St. Laurent declared. 

“I hope there will be a clearcut 
decision in this second vote,” he 
said. “I have hope it will not be so 
close as to leave ui> fn the embarr¬ 
assing position of having to take- 
in a laige group of recalcitrants or 
having to renounce the opportunity 
of completing Vhat the Fathers of 
Confederation originally Intended." 

OUR ATOMIC AGE 

In these days of political contro¬ 
versies, ta’k of war etc.. !t is pleas¬ 
ant to repo t from Parliament Hill 
something of an entirely different 
nature w hie may prove to be of 
great benefit to mankind, though no 
proper publicity was given to it. 

T couud hold in my hand a small 
cylinder of natuial meral'ic uran¬ 
ium", said Trade Minister Howe in 
Parliament. "The cylinder 1 had pie- 
pared for this demonstration was 
about the size of the little Jack-knife 
I now hold in my hand, VVe now 
know that if every bit oltliis very 
heavy metal could be turned into 
energy which theoreticaPy it can be 
we could get the same quantity of 
power that could be developed by 
about 500,000 tons of coal or about 
the power we now' get out of the 
large Shipshaw plant in one year." 

“There is little <J6ubt that some 
day we shall be ab'e to fly to iemote 
areas in one small aeroplane, more 
potential power in the form of nu¬ 
clear fuel than can be hauled today 
in a hundred railway coal cars/'.Mr. 
Howe emphasized. ‘ One does not re- 
quire an extraordinay imagination 
to envisage what that may mean to 
future developments.” 

Mr. Howe told Parliament that 
commercial atomic power is definit¬ 
ely not "just around the corner." 
But there are immediate dividends 
in connection with radio active iso¬ 
topes and their use in medicine, bio¬ 
logical research and industrial app¬ 
lications. 


“In the tronfrflenl of dineUse", ho , 
stressed significantly 'There is a fut¬ 
ure so hopeful that filhny believe :

“We must and will take cognis¬ 
ance of the fact that no plac e on the 
globe is no w more than 6ft hours 
distant Irom any other spot and Can¬ 
ada is no longer a country of isola¬ 
tion", said Health am? ""VI fa re Min¬ 
ister Taul Martin. 

“Dopt forget the newspapers" ad¬ 
monished Harry Bmk& to a large 
convention of Hotarv in this capital. 
“In your town they have a big in 
fluence. You should see to it that 
there are reporters at every meet¬ 
ing.” 

“The results Indicate that imports 
from soft currency countries (Brit¬ 
ain for example) have not been ad¬ 
versely affected by the emeigency 
exchange conservation measures" de¬ 
clared Finance Minister Abbott here 
in reporting Satisffacto: y progress 
in saving U.S. dollars by the Canad¬ 
ian Government’s bans on imports. 

“Such a proposed constitutional 
amendment would abolish the sov¬ 
ereignty of arllament in Canada", 
stated Senator L.M. Gouin in infer¬ 
ence to suggestion of a change in 
theBrltish North America Act to in¬ 
clude a new' “civil rights" section 
as proposed by the Canadian Commi¬ 
ttee for a Bill of Rights.
